2.— Competitors must contest in complete clothing from shoulders 
to knees, and in the same colours as those given in their Form of 
Entry. Trousers or loose knickerbockers must be worn. On no 
account will drawers or tights be permitted University costume will 
be allowed. This rule will be strictly enforced. 

3-— A bugle will be sounded a few minutes before each event, and a 
second immediately before the start. 

4.— All races shall be started by pistol. The starter shall, when 
necessary, have the assistance of competent persons, who shall place 
the Competitors on their marks. A start shall be made onlv to the 
ac tual report of the pistol. A snap of the cap shall be regarded as a 
misfire. Any competitor leaving the mark, or putting his foot over 
the mark before the pistol has bees fired, must, except in the case of 
misfire, be put back as follows :— One yard for distances up to and 
including 200 yards ; two yards up to and including 440 varus : three 
yards up to and including SSo yards; and five yards for anv distance 
over 880 yards ; the penalties to be doubled for a second "offence, a 
third offence to disa^ualify. The starter shall use an ordinary 
percussion lock pistoL 

5- — The Sprint Races ^ill be run in strings 

6.— After each event the result will be shown on the telegraph 
board. 

7* — ^° second prize will be given for any event unless there are at 
least three, and no third prize unless there are at least five competitors. 

8.— The Stewards will be distinguished by rose—.es. 

9- — ^ n Y objection to a Competitor to be'madejto the Sec re tar v, in 
writing, before the Distribution of the Prizes, and substantiated 
within 21 days, or the prize will be awarded; such objection to be 
accompanied by a deposit of 5s.. to be forfeited in case the objection 
is proved to be frivolous.
